McGillicuddy had seen a 
Congressional Record announcement that the Agency had appeared before the 
Senate Armed Services Committee and assumed that the estimate on Soviet 
military posture had, therefore, been completed. I advised McGillicuddy 
that this was not the case, that this was a routine Subcommittee briefing. 

He said he understood but asked that we keep him posted as soon as possible 
as to when the estimate would be completed and the Agency could conduct its 
briefing of the Subcommittee.

Plesent, General Counsel of USIA, to discuss congressional action on the 
postal rate bill containing the Cunningham amendment barring the entrance 
into the U. S. of Communist propaganda through the U.S. mails. Accompanying 
Mr. Plesent was Mr. Tuch. Present from the Agency were Mr. Warner,

indicated that USIA plans to discuss this bill with the Postmaster General and 
Mr. Richard Donahue of the White House in order to develop support against 
the Cunningham amendment. It was agreed that CA Staff would pull together 
some substantive information on this and that we would ask FDD to provide 
information on how such a restriction would affect the procurement of Soviet 
publications. We are to be in touch with Mr. Plesent early in the week.
